POLITICAL (GENBRAL). 


The Roz-i-Ndmd Panjdb of the 8th November writes that 
the state of Turkey at present is deplorable, and the part 
being played by Russia is known to all the world.

Austria and Germany are to-partners, and are 
only waiting to participate in the spoil.

They may 
have a large army, but they are not so powerful as to influence 
all the other European powers. There is a rule amongst the 
European powers not to allow any one nation to become 


very strong and powerful. The Russians may be very strong, 
but victory lies in the hands of God.”

The Nafta-ul-Azém of the 19th October writes that it 
is ramoured that Amir Sher Ali Kha, tho ruler of Cabnl, has 
written a letter. to the Turcomans advising them to submit to 
the Russians and. to ebey them inall things, When the Tar- 
comans had a Russian prisoner, the Amir, to please the Bus- 
sians, interceded and had him released. He sent a Jew to 
explain to them the power and strength of the Russians, and 
told them they had better yield to them. If all this is 
correct and true, then there are no doubts that the Amir 
himself will submit to and join the Russians, and. thus 
the Amir of Cabul has played a faithless part with the British 
Government: but this is not surprising, for the Afghans are 
false traitors and notorious liars. He seems to have forgotten 
the obligation he was under to the British Government, who 
have supplied him with money and arms, and, terrified by the 
‘Russians, now ¢hinks that be and his country will fare 
best by submitting to and joining the Russians. But he is 
mistaken, and will find this out to his cost before long. 


PRINCE OF WALES ViISiT.. 


The Roz-i-Némd Panjdb of the 6th November quotes from 
“Vanity Fair” that the inhabitants of India are being campetled 
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against their will: to subscribe towards. the reception. of the 
Prince of Wales,:and that high Eyropean officials write letters 
to the princes anl riis of India, that such an amount had. 
been put dowa opposite their. names in the subscription ‘list, 
and that those princes and réig are thus compelled to send 
in the sum against their wishes. They. are told in the same 
letter that if they send in less than what has been put down 
it will mot be good for them. It appears from all ths that 
the Government of India, to entertain His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales, is collecting funds as if for — pur- 
poses. 
_ The Koh-i-Neir of the 6th November concurs with * the 
Pioneer's correspondent” in saying there will be “lots of 
bankrupts” after the Prince’s visit to Hindustan, and that if 
the Government of India had not taken the steps it has, there 
would have been a very great many more. 


: ' Tho Panjab: Athbdr of the 6th November writes that it 
regrets to find that subscriptions are being collected’ for the 
reception of the Prince of Wales by force. The Indian Mirror 
gives an instance of a respectable rais bemg conspelled against 
-his will to subscribe Re, 2,000, and that his nephew has been 
made to pay the same amount; another Babu was forced to 
pay five hundred rupees in a similar manner; and the 
-zamindar of Ateaparan, who is a minor under the Court ef 
-Wards, has consented to subscribe thirty thousand —— 
‘under pressure from Government. 


"Phe Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 5th November takes 
to task those of its contemporaries who have lately accused 
the Government of “ not arranging to make its guests com- 
fortable, and never giving thought about their food or place 
to put them up in;” and after pointing out that as a matter 


of fact the comfort of the rasta ¢ of Government is arranged 
for, goes on to:say :—: 


In the ‘present instance many. chiefs are going down to 
| meet and welcome the Prince of Wades of their own free will ; 
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they are assembling as guests, it is true, but it is to welcome a 
guest to India.

ADMINISTRATIVE (GENERAL). 


The Guide of India of the 6th November writes that in the last 
. Caleutta Review Mr. McGregor has written a very good article, 
_ in which he describes his visits to several large jails. The 
impression is current that prisoners in India are too well fed 
_and looked after, and people recommend that for the future 
‘they should be treated more strictly. The editer protests 
- against this, and says that those who advoeate more strictness 
are doing their worst “to spoil the kind, good, and chari- 
table jail officials,” and that it is an erroneous idea that pri- 
soners will be reformed by being harshly treated. By treating 


prisoners with kindness only can we bring about the desired 
reform. 


The Téj-ul- 4khbdr of the 4th November writes :—“ For the 
management of the jails several laws and regulations have 
been passed, but they all are of no use or benefit whatever, and 
the jails are fast filling with the increase of prisoners. There 
are two descriptions of criminals—1st, those who are vagrants 


‘and badmdshes ; and 2nd, those whe are the sons and relatives 
of respectable families.” ae ee ee | 
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To preverit the latter being demoralized: and ‘sinking into 
the class of habitual criminals, the editor recommends. that 
they, when sentenced to imprisonment, should be kept separate 
and not be mixed up with convicts of the lower classes, and 
that teachers should be employed in all the jails to lecture 
them, so that they may leave off committing crimes: and become 
good members of society. 


- The Roz-i-Ndmd Panjdb of the 29th October writes that 
in its former issue it had said that the Panj&b Government ° 
had without inquiry and in haste appointed a lot of incom- 
petent and ignorant men as munsifs, and that Government 
would very soon have to regret having done so, Although 
the Government does not seem to regret it, the munsifs them- 
selves do, and many have already resigned. 


The Waktl-i-Hindustdn of the 30th October says that 
as Government has established charitable dispensaries, it 
should also appoint lady doctors 1 in each district to: treat sick

~The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 12th November says 
that it concurs with the Guide of India about the manage~ 
ments of jails, and recommends its readers, particularly those 
who condemn Government, to remember the olden days of the 
Rijas of the East who were in the habit of keeping prisoners 
in dark wells covered with a large stone. It thanks God that 
they are now living under a just Government, who will not 
permit such arbitrary punishments. ) 


The Jalwd-i- Tér of the 16th November, soticing an adver- 
tisement for a “translator” on Rs. 25 a month, and that nume- 
rous applications from Oalcutia and adjac2at places have been.

The Gwalior Gazette of the-:24th | October writes that,‘ on 
the 8rd October, a foree consisting ‘of 2,000 infantry with. six 
guns, under the command of three Emropean officer, left 
Jodhpur ‘and arrived at: Nagore and. surrounded ‘the city ; 
and on the 4th, Captain MacRae with two. daffadars:and. four 
sawars ‘went inside the city and called upon ‘the: jagirdar 
and. demanded the. person of ‘Mansa Rim, his: manager: or 
secretary. -The::jagirdér -refused to. give them -up, and as 
Mans -Rim:was present, Captain MacRae was abdut to have 
him arrested-when the jagirdér drew his sword, but Captain 
MacRae wrested:it from! him. After this‘a Rajput was about — 
to use: his gun, but this was’also wrenched’ from him. The 
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jagirdér was granted ‘graee up to 12 o’cloek noon to -consider 
the matter.and to surrender Mans& Ram, but-the demand not 
being complied with, the guns opened fire on that city after 
that hour. -After a few rounds the jagirdér accompanied 
by Mans& Ram arrived; both men were arrested, but the 
latter was at once put in irons. 


The Dabdabé-i-Sikandari of the. 15th. November writes that 
telegraphic news has been received ,that.on the 8th instant the 
Mahérdja of Udaipur refused. to-sit down below the Gackwar 
of Baroda, and says it hopes the Government of India will 
see that due honour and respect are shown to this chiéf, who 
belongs to a pure Rajpat’ house.

EDUCATIONAL AND RELLGIOUS. | 


‘The Sadddarsha of the’ Ist November, writing on ‘The 
poor white education question,” says that ‘Sir Jéhn Strachey 
is disposed to take a bold step in this matter. Although he 
admitted in his review of Mr. Kempson’s report for '1'878-74 
that ‘‘‘ there is no want of ‘good .ischools for the:educatien of 
the children of Hurasians:in ‘the middle‘rank ‘of life;” he in 
the same. breath declared that Government was bound to do 
something more for:meeting:the :educatienal requirements.of 
that class. And now: we are :told:by the Government.organ 
at Allahabad ‘that Sir. John :has :proposed to the:Supreme 
Government a rile ‘#«to:the effect that every European and 
Eurasian employé of ‘Government shall, on: pain iof dismissal, 
cause his children‘of | both : sexes, ‘between.  eartain lintits of 
age, to. be sent to ‘some ‘scheol::or -ether.’”’. . We, ,are :further 
told that, should itcbe.sanctioned by: the Government of India, 
Bir ie “would hardly allow this: rule to remain. .a dead

letter.” This'is the most curious solution of the knotty pro- 
blem of: ensuring the educatién of European: and Eurasian 
children we ‘have yet seen. It is not stated whether the 
operation ofthe rule, when promulgated, will be confined to 
the North-Western Provinces: only: or will be extended to 
the whole country. It’ would of course be unfair to prescribe 
any such rule for one portion of the empite. If it is ever. 
promulgated; it must be applied’ to: all‘ the European - and 
Eurasian employés of Government: Bit ELE so 


No. one doubts the power of.an employer of labour to 
insist: upon particular conditions and:to punish the breach 
of such: conditiens: But it need hardly be stated that the 
conditions, immediate or remote, should have some connection 
with the business in which the labour is to: be.employed, and 
that they: should: be, in all cases, reasonable. and fair. Gov 
ernment may, of course, lay down that all its European and 
Kurasian: servants: shall be bound to send their children of 
 both’sexes to. some school or other fora certain period, and 
that those who neglect or refuse to do so shall be dismissed from 
the public service. But.we seriously ask would such a rule be 
fair and reasonable? Why should Government insist upon 
& condition that has nothing: whatever: to do with the per- 
formance’ of the duties: which the employé is required to 
discharge, . Whether the boys’ and girls. of Europeans and 
Eurasians in the Government service are educated, or are 
allowed to grow upin ignorance, that does not affect the 
ability of their parents to perform the work which they have 
to'do, . Again, asarule, the Europeans. and Hurasians in 
middle rank of life do not neglect to secure education for their 
children: .: Of course those who: are very poor cannot afford 
to doso.: And they are not prudent enough to abstain from: 
marriage: '' On: the’ conttary; -the « Hurasians, asa class, are 
very fond of: contracting marriages at an early.age, and they 
riotoriously: reproduce ‘themselves unrestrainedly. We may 
ask; why should not-Government go to. the .root of the evil, 
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and promulgate a rule that all its. Kuropeans - and: Eurasian 
employés who. take a.partner in life without. attaining a cer- 
tain age and position shall be dismissed from the public 
service? ‘This rule will not. be so very unreasonable. and 
unfair:as that.which.Sir Jobn Strachey is understood to. have 
suggested.. And it has. this decided advantage, that it will at 
once go to the root.of the evil instead of being a mere patch- 
work. Moreover, in promulgating such a rule, the hands of 
Government will be strengthened by the practice in the Military 
Department. Every private soldier cannot marry as a matter 
of right, and this restriction in personal liberty is. justified 
by a consideration of the public interests involved. In the 
same way, Government might impose certain restric- 
tions on its European and semi-HKurepean employés in the 
Civil Department enjoying the sweets of married life. Every 
such empleyé who attains to such. a certain prescribed position 
in life, and makes a certain prescribed provision for his wife 
by insuring his life, or subscribing to the Uncovenanted 
Family Pension Fond, may be allowed to bid adieu 
to single wretchedness.. We should ask the authorities to 
consider whether sucha rule would not. be more reasonable 
and more. beneficial in .its results than Sir John Strachey’s 
suggestion. We have. no. doubt: that if Government. is 
determined to ensure the proper education of: the children of 
all its European and Eurasian servants, it. cannot. do any- 
thing better than to accept our proposal. Again, it should 
be borne in mind that Sir John Strachey’s rule can. be 
applied to those Europeans and Eurasians only who may 
enter the service after its. promulgation. It would be 
monstrous in justice to give retrospective effect to any such 
rule, and we trust, forthe .sake of Lord Northbrook’s repu- 
tation, that. no such thing is contemplated.: The Govern- 
ment. has no right: whatever :to insist upon.a condition like 
this in the case. of those Europeans and Eurasians who are 
already in the service. They cannot, with any show of reason: 
and fairness, be brought under. the operation. of Sir: Joba's 
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sugzested measure. Such being the case, the actual benefit 
, which the rule ta — would be very small indeed. 


There is another oe dition which should not be lost sight 
of. If Government requires that every European and Eura- 
sian in the public service shall, on pain of dismissal, send his 
children of. both sexes, between certain limits-of age, to some 
school or other, it is bound to provide a school at every place 
where any single such employé works for gain. It may 
happen that. the head-clerk of a district, Collector or Deputy 
Commissioner’s office, is a European. getting a salary of 
Rs. 150 a month, and having no less than half-a-dozen child- 

ren, all of school-going age. No-one who knows anything of 
the Eurasian commanity will think such a case an extreme 
one. Indeed, cases of this kind are very often met with. 
Now, if there be a school at the head-quarters of the: district 
in which he is employed, he may manage to fulfil the condi- 
tion required of him by his employer. But if there be no: 
school in the town of his residence, he must: send his half-a- 
dozen children to a distant place for education. Would his 
limited means permit his doing so? Or, should the fact of 
his having given birth toso many children constitute a strong 
claim on the Government for giving him an increase of salary, 
er providing him with some other appointment, for which he 
is neither eligible nor fitted? If not, would the Government 
undertake to establish at the public expense a special school 
at the head-quarters of each district for the education of 
European and Eurasian children? Now, if this be decided on, 
i4-would be an act: of grievous injustice to the general tax- 
payer... Why should the: Hindus and Musalmans: bear the. 
expense of the education of a handful of uropeans and'semi- 
Europeans? The injustice of expending the revenues of the 
country for the benefit of a very small portion of the Bopula~ 
tion is evident. Native money should not be employed in: 
mvaltiplying schools: for Europeans and: Hurasian. children. 
We would. remind ‘the: public: of what our entepnely 
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of the Pioneer so justly said'.some time. ago, that “ poor: 
Europeans have no business in India.”” Unemployed: - poor 
Europeans should leave the country as soon as_ possible. 
As for those who are in Government service, they generally 
receive larger salaries than the natives: by way’ of compen- 
sation for the disadvantages of foreign residence. This 
compensation is:given them for leaving their horne and com- 
ing out to a strange land, and ought to suffice for all the incon- 
veniences to which they are subjected in this country. If 
Government now proposes to. make special provision for the 
education of: their children, on the ground that if they had 
remained at home they would have shared‘ the benefits: of the 
splendid educational. endowments of England, the answer is, 
that they are already compensated for’ the : loss of this advan- 
tage as. well as other advantages in the shape of larger sala- 
ries. As for the Eurasians, it should be.distinctly understood 
that they are natives:of the country, and should be dealt with 
as: other natives. The fact that they have chosen td wear 
coats and chimney-pots should not alter their position. They 
should be clearly given to understand that they have not any’ 
claims on the Government stronger ‘than those: of Hindus, 
Muhammadans, Brahmos, and: Native Christians. The sooner 
this is explained to them the:better. It is not right to pamper 
the foolish race prejudicies which deter them from‘réading in the 
same schools with their own countrymen. Our Government 
is to a great extent responsible for engendering: this pride, 
and the results are obvious. If, however, Europeans-and 
Kurasians wish to have special schools for their children, they 
must, to use the words of the Viceroy, “ put their hands into 
their pockets.”” Government ‘cannot do anything more. than 
to give grants-in-aid of schools. which may be established: 
for the education of European and Eurasian children 
without doing injustice to the other classes: of tlie: popu-. 
lation. If such schools are wanted let the European and: Kura~ 
Sian communities raise the necessary money and found: as‘many 
schools as they like, and Government. is sure to: relax the 
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ordinary rules in their favour and make liberal grants. Is this 
not enough? ‘Or let the Government impose ‘a tax- on’ the 
European and Eurasian population for making special provisions 
for the education of their children, if they consider it necessary 
to make such provision; but it would be an act of monstrous 
injustice to apply native money to this purpose.

The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 29th October: writes 
that it is not fair to blame the Government for incon- 
venience, &, suffered by rail, as Government is not aware 
of the facts to enable it to remedy the evils complained 
of.
